Hickman County High School held 
its annual Veterans Day program on 
Monday at 9 a.m. to honor veterans 
of Hickman and surrounding counties.

Kynect enrollment assistance 
available at Health Center

Countians looking 
to pay less for heath 
insurance are now 
able to find help at 
the Hickman County 
Health Center. Rana 
Sullivan of West 
Kentucky Allied Services, Inc. is available 
at the health department on Thursdays to 
help Kentucky residents navigate through the 
application process of Kynect, Kentucky’s 
version of the health insurance marketplace in 
compliance with The Affordable Care Act. 

Participants begin the process of the assisted 
application process by calling Sullivan at (270) 
217-2412 to make an appointment. Once an 
appointment is made, Sullivan meets with 
the client and takes basic information such as 
household size, income information, and tobacco 
use. The Kynect system then calculates the 


applicant’s eligibility 
for assistance. 

According to 

Sullivan, applicants 
may qualify 

for Medicaid, a 
government health 
program with no 
monthly premiums, 
or payment assistance 
that pays for a portion 
of their health insurance plan. Eligibility 
thresholds are higher than would be expected by 
many. All individuals earning less that $45,960 
per year of families of four earning less than 
$80,000 annually are eligible for some type of 
assistance. Individuals earning less than $15,857 
per year are eligible for Medicaid. 

“West Kentucky Allied Services applied for 
and received a grant to manage the program 
in this region,” Sullivan said. She has been 
working with West Kentucky Allied Service

Columbus still seeks 
reclassification

A city reclassification was the main focus once again 
at the Columbus City Council meeting held on Tuesday, 
Nov. 5. For the second consecutive month, Columbus has 
postponed or rescheduled its monthly meeting due to low 
council member attendance on the regular meeting date. 
Already off to a late start, city clerk Melissa Griffith wasted 
no time getting to the main issue at hand. 

As reported in mid-October in The Hickman County 
Gazette , Columbus is currently classified as a fifth class 
city and is pushing to be reclassified to Class 6 to benefit 
Columbus financially. Griffith and Mayor Richard Frizzell 
have been working hard to see this move be made. 

According to the classification system set forth in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky Constitution, cities with 
populations from 999 to 2,999 were to be classified as fifth 
class cities, while all those with populations lower than 999 
should be class six. The classification system was created

The main benefit to the 
City of Columbus to being 
reclassified as a class six city 
is that they would no longer 
be required to conduct an audit 
each year. Cities in the first 
through fifth class are required 
by law to conduct and publish 
an audit of the city’s financial 
activities each year. 

The City of Columbus has 
not successfully conducted an 
audit since 2009, but not for 
lack of trying. In 2011, the city 
was caught off-guard when CPA 
John Jones of Jackson, Tenn.

To assure that the issue 
becomes an item on the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
agenda in January, an ordinance 
must be drawn up and approved. 
To achieve this the council 
needs a lawyer to handle the 
legal aspects. Griffith suggested 
that the council vote that a local 
attorney be hired on behalf of 
the city’s best interest. 

After much deliberation 
it was moved and seconded 
that Griffith would contact 
Mary Potter and Jason Batts 
as consultants. Griffith stated 
that a lawyer would be the best 
option to handle this matter 
because she was not qualified 
to do it herself. She repeatedly 
stressed the importance of 
having the ordinance completed 
as soon as possible so that 
the reclassification can move 
forward.

It was planned to have a 
more in depth conversation on 
the matter during the meeting, 
however, Martha Campbell, 
who was to speak to at the 
council meeting on behalf of 
the program was unable to 
attend. 

Any new information on this 
matter will be reviewed at the 
December meeting. It was not 
determined at the time if that 
meeting date will be moved as 
well.

Hickman County appreciates its veterans 


After working in Hickman 
County for almost two years, 
there are a couple of things 
whose importance I have 
noticed trumps nearly all else in 
this quiet community: Students 
and veterans. 

I was introduced to the 
community’s devotion to 
students when I learned about 
Falcon Academy and the 
impact it has on the lives of 
the local youth. Dual credit 
programs are not uncommon 
at area high schools, but with 
this particular program, area 
businesses and individuals 
pledge financial support so that 
the high school students can 
earn college credits at no cost 
to them or their parents. Several 
of the students are graduating 
with their freshman year of 
college already behind them. In 
addition to the college credits, 
students earn certifications 
that require many individuals 
to attend a one or two-year 
technical school to obtain. 


Last year, I attended the 
Veterans Day Program at 
Hickman County High School 
and was blown away by the 
level of preparation that was 
put into the program.

So I encourage 
shoppers to do all the shopping 
that is possible with our local 
merchants. And save gas, too. 
Think about how much gas 
it takes to drive to Nashville, 
Paducah or Jackson. 

But what if there were 
incentives to shop locally? 
What if the incentives lasted 
throughout the year, not just 
the Holidays? And what if the 
incentives not only helped local 
merchants, but also those who 
buy goods and services in our 
home communities? 

Such a program is under way 


in New Jersey. 

Money spent with local 
merchants results in credits to 
property tax bills, or checks 
paid to those who rent. 

Under the plan there, a 3rd 
party vendor is contracted 
by a municipality and accrue 
and track the credited amount 
to each property taxpayer. 
Homeowners have that printed 
on their tax bill showing how 
much their bill is being reduced. 

The vendor pays the total 
to the town of the savings 
accumulated by each property 
taxpayer. In essence, the 
businesses that participate are 
paying the difference between 
the property tax assessment 
owed and what the homeowner 
must shell out. The idea from 
the retailers’ perspective is to 
drive business to their store 
in the discount they offer. The 
taxpayer gets a credit off their 
bill, the town still gets the 
revenue assessed and the 3rd 
party vendor gets a fee that the 
retailer pays. 

The time has come for 
governments to think out of 
the box. “We need innovative 
and responsible ways to reduce 
the property tax burden on our 
residents,” said Ron Dancer, a 


New Jersey councilman. “This 
legislation will go a long way 
in achieving that.” 

Dancer sponsored the bill 
which ensures there is no 
government interference, which 
helps keep costs down; ensures 
businesses are not subject to 
additional regulations; and 
authorizes the state to print the 
property tax credit information 
on a town’s property tax 
bill. Under current law, only 
information authorized by the 
state may appear on local tax 
bills. 

The program would also be 
open to renters who would get 
a check for their reward credits. 

“This bill is specifically 
designed to keep government 
out of the process,” says 
Dancer. “Under previous 
administrations property 

tax relief programs were 
administered by the state which 
drove up costs. Under this 
measure, government will not 
have its hand in the till. The 
rewards program will result in 
direct credits to homeowners or 
an annual check for renters.” 

This is an idea worth 
pursuing, in my opinion. What 
is your opinion? 


50 Years 

Remembering 11/22/63

In 1963, as an 18 year old, I was assigned 
to the 824 th Combat Defense Squadron at 
Carswell air Force Base, Fort Worth, Texas. 
Our squadron’s duties were to serve as base 
security, guarding the flight line and all the 
alert aircraft. 

On November 22, 1963, my B flight, 
which I served with, was completing our 
work cycle and due three days rest. When 
our shift ended, we were informed that on 
the morning of November 22 to report for 
extra duty and we would be guarding the 
two most important aircraft in the USA. 
We were told that Air Force One and Air 
Force Two would be arriving sometime 
during the night. On the morning of 
November 22, we reported for duty, drew 
our weapons and were posted on our post. 

I was assigned to Air Force One. It rained 
that morning until around 9:30 a.m., then 
the rain stopped and the sun came out. 
President Kennedy’s motorcade left the 
Texas Hotel and proceeded to Carswell 
AFB by motorcade and arrived at around 

II a.m. The President and Mrs. Kennedy 
were in a white convertible when they 
arrived and when they came by my post I 
turned and saluted. They departed their car 
and proceeded to greet and shake hands 
with the service members and their families 
at the fight line fence. After their visit they 
waved goodbye and boarded the plane. 
A truck picked us up and we followed 


the planes to the runway. The planes left 
Carswell’s airspace at around 11:15 a.m. 
and proceeded to Dallas Love Field, which 
was only 29 miles away. We were relieved 
of duty and started our time off. 

After returning to our barracks, I started 
to get ready for a trip south of Fort Worth 
to a visit a cousin. Around 12:30 p.m. 
someone came out of their room and said 
they heard on the radio of some shooting 
in Dallas. At the time most of us didn’t 
think too much of the comment. I caught 
the town shuttle bus a short time later to 
catch a commercial bus. On the ride I sat 
by someone that was listening to a small 
radio and we heard that shots had been 
fired at the President. After arriving at the 
bus station, I went to the ticket counter to 
purchase my ticket, and as soon as the agent 
addressed me, I asked for a roundtrip ticket 
to San Angelo, Texas. A radio was playing 
behind the counter and a new bulletin broke 
in reporting that the President has been shot 
and had died at Parkland Hospital. At that 
moment it seemed as the world just froze in 
place and everyone was in a state of shock. 

Seeing the only President I’ve ever seen, 
and then his life was taken in less than two 
hours later. I’ll remember 11/22/63 as a 
special day of duty and honor, but a very 
sad and terrible for our country. 

Please remember our service members; 
they can be called upon to do some 
important duties at any time.

Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2012. which collectively comprise 
the County’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents These financial statements are the responsibility of the Hickman County 
Fiscal Court. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to 
financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for 
Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement An audit includes examining, 
on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions 

As described in Note 1, Hickman County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting pnnciples generally accepted in the United States of America 

In our opinion the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Hickman County, 
Kentucky, as of June 30, 2012, and the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended 
in conformity with the basis of accounting described in Note 1.

HomeGrown by Heroes goes national 
Kentucy Brand will help vets across the U.S. 


A Kentucky initiative to 
identify farm products produced 
by veterans will become a 
national brand, Kentucky 
Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer announced on 
Veterans Day at the Frazier 
History Museum in Louisville. 

The Farmer Veteran Coalition 
will administer the Homegrown 
by Heroes program on the 
national level. At Monday’s 
announcement, the Farm 
Credit System announced a 
$250,000 commitment to fund 
the national program. U.S. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell, U.S. Reps 
John Yarmuth and Andy Barr, 
and Louisville Mayor Greg 
Fischer all spoke in support of 
the program. 

“From the day we started 
Homegrown by Heroes, it was 
my intention to take it national 
so it can benefit veterans from 
every state,” Commissioner 
Comer said. “Today, I am 
pleased to announce that 
intention is becoming a reality 
with the help of our generous 
partners. This is something we 
in agriculture can do to show 
our respect and appreciation 
for our military veteran farmers 
across the United States.” 

The Farmer Veteran 
Coalition, based in Davis, 
Calif., helps veterans 
develop careers in agriculture 
through collaborations of 
the agricultural and military 
communities. 

“The veterans we work 
with have served their country 
twice — once by defending it, 
and now by feeding it,” said 
Michael O’Gorman, executive 


director of the Farmer Veteran 
Coalition. “When Kentucky 
became the first state to honor 
them for that service in the 
marketplace, we were anxious 
to see every farmer veteran 
in America get that same 
recognition.” 

“Many of the men and 
women who serve proudly 
in our military come from 
America’s rural areas and 
small towns,” said Everett M. 
Dobrinski, board chairman for 
CoBank and director for the 
Farm Credit Council board. 
“The Farm Credit System has a 
mission to serve rural America. 
By supporting the expansion 
of the Homegrown by Heroes 
effort, we hope to increase 
economic opportunity for those 
veterans who choose to return 
to agriculture and, in doing 
so, help our rural communities 
thrive.” 

Farm Credit’s contribution to 
the Farmer Veteran Coalition’s 
Homegrown by Heroes 
program was made possible 
by the generous support of 
Agribank of St. Paul, Minn.;

“I have the honor today to be 
the proudest Kentucky Proud 
farmer,” said farmer/veteran 
Michael Lewis of Berea, 
director of Growing Warriors, 
which helps veterans get started 
in farming. “The Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture has, 
and will continue to, create 
opportunities for family farmers 
in Kentucky. Now, with this 


partnership, that opportunity 
is going to cross borders and 
create economic opportunities 
for farmer/veterans in other 
states, and for that, I am 
exceedingly grateful.” 

Commissioner Comer 

launched Homegrown by 
Heroes in January as a brand 
that identifies agricultural 
products produced by Kentucky 
military veterans, providing an 
incentive for consumers to buy 
those products and for retailers 
to stock them on their store 
shelves. 

“I’ve never seen anybody 
clean up a mess and get on 
offense and come up with new 
and effective things to do faster 
than Commissioner Comer,” 
Sen. McConnell said. “I’m 
here basically to salute you, 
Commissioner, for the great job 
that you are doing and thank 
all of our veterans, particularly 
those who are going into 
agriculture, for all you do.” 

“With this partnership, we 
are ensuring that Homegrown 
by Heroes extends beyond 
the borders of Kentucky and 
beyond my time as agriculture 
commissioner,” Comer said. 
“Farmer/veterans from Maine 
to California, and from this 
day forward, will be able to 
use this brand to tell consumers 
that someone who served in 
defense of our country made 
that product. And consumers 
can say ‘Thank you for your 
service’ by buying that product 
and helping that veteran make a 
living on the farm.”
